Those agreed upon were accepted on- | 
ly after nearly two hours of discus- 
sion, although 
committee 
members 


said they had at least partial admin- 
istration approval. 


The major alteration provides stip- 


ulations that, regardless of business 
conditions, the tax to supply funds for 
unemployment insurance should be 
one per cent for the 1936 calendar 
year, rising to two per cent in 1937 
and three per cent in 1938. 


As first drafted, the bill would have 


made possible a maximum three per 
cent federal tax on total pay rolls, 
the money to bo kept in a trust fund. 
If business the first year was below 
84 per cent of the 1923-25 average, the 
tax would have been one per cent; if 
less than 95 per cent the second year, 
it would have been two per cent, ris- 
ing automatically to three per cent in 
the third year. 


Witnesses before the committee had 


testified that such a variable levy 
might have harmful effects nnd be de- 
clared unconstitutional. 


Furthermore, it was said by com- 


mittee members, the bill would extend 
federal aid to states which set up their 
own unemployment insurance systems. 
Therefore, it was contended the fix- 
ing of a definite instead of a variable 
tax would help legislators in decid- 
ing what kind of a system to adopt. 


The committee as yet, however, has 


not answered the primary unconsti- 
tuticnality argument advanced by tho 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers.

'.! this stale scrip check and canceled 
each time the check changes hands 
until the face value of the scrip check 
ir. canceled out. Then this check can 
be sent in to the slate, treasurer and he 
will redeem it in United States cur- 
i ency. 


•I. The state could place money in 


each county treasury to redeem these 
checks. 
Anybody could buy these 


.state stamps for the purpose of can- 
celing cut checks. This would be more 
convenient. 


5. We can take care of the de-
